Life Saving Service. 

Wasnineton, D. D., November 9.—In 
conformity with an act of Congress approv- 
ed May 4, 1882, ‘“‘T’o promote the efficiency of 
the Life Saving Service, and to encourage 
the saving of life from shipwreck,” a gen- 
eral circular will be issued by the Treasu- 
ry Department to-morrow containing 


the regulations for carrying 
the actinto effect. The regulations require, 
first, that the keepers and crews of the Life- 
saving and Life-boat Stations underge 
thorough physical examination by medical 
officers of the Marine vy ery Service, de- 
tailed for the purpose, and that certificates of 
such examination, showing the exact phrsi- 
eal condition of each man, be iled 
in the office of the General Superintendent. 
Second, That, hereafter, each keeper, before 
enlisting a man !n his crew, will require him 
to produce a certificate of examination by the 
medical officers mewing his physi ndi- 
tion and that ) s hySsically 
qualified to perform’ the uties of 
surfroan. Third: By reason of the ilous 
service, any wound or injury received, or 
disease contracted by @ member of the ser- 
vice while in the line of duty, the keeper of 
station to which such member belongs will 
po the general superintendenl of the de- 
tails in order that the superintendent may 
decide the length of time 
such incapacitated member may 
be carried ou the rolls. ‘Bhese regulations 
do not apply to volunteer crews or to surf- 
men who have not undergone the required 
examination. Section 8 of the act 
referred provides for a _ pension 


vice. ations of the State that upon re- 

uest claimant be entitled to the efit 
thereof.

The St. Louis Custom-House--American Ship-

WasuiIncton, November 9.—St. Louis 
may congratulate herself that her long look- 
ed for and long in construction public build- 
ing is soon to be completed. Looking at the 
large drawing of it which hangs against the 
wall of the office of Supervising Architect 
Hill, to-day, I asked him when the 


building would be completed. ;

“What are they doing now: 

“The work of plastering the building is 
going on just now, and very satisfactdhly, 1 
think.

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

The Committee of Congress appointed at 
jaat session to learn the cause of the decay of 
American shipping and the remedy finds its 
task a most dificult one. The series of ques- 
tions prepared by the committee and dis- 
tributed to ship-owners have elicited some 
responses, but little information as to the 
remedy. Even third and fourth rate nations 
are tiaking inroads on our shipping. The 
Norwegian Government has recently pub- 
lished statements of its shipping business, 
which show that half of the foreign earnings 
of its vessels were from American 
ports. The advice given by ship-owners gen- 
erally is to repeal all laws that papene any 
burden on ship building by way of tariff in 
material, permit the purehase of vessels 
abroad if desired and make’ important 
changes in the pilotage and other laws. 

Some facts just furnished by the Treasury 
Department show that the committee has not 
been oppointed any too soon. Although the 
imports and exports of this eountry have 
grown in the past twenty-five years froin 
@5,00,.0000,.000 to S&1,600,000,000 the por- 
tion of it carried in American 
vessels has fallen from  $500,000,000 
to 250,000,000, In other words while the. 
business to and from the ports of the U.S 
has increased 150 per cent, the carrying bus- 
iness of the American shipping has fallen off 
fifty percent. In the fiscal year of 1856, 
seventy-five per cent ofour commerce was 
earried in American vessels; the next year 
it Was seventy per cent, two years later 
sixty-six, three vears from that date fifty, 
next year forty-one, three years more it had 
fallen to thirty-two. So it has steadily 
fallen off until now but fifteen per cent of the 
commerce of the ports of this country is car- 
riéd in American vessels, 

THE JAPS AND THE INDEMNITY FUND. 

The new Japanese Minister denies the pub- 
lished report from Yokohama that he was 
sent because he is a good lobbyist and will be 
able to push through the Japanese Indemnity 
Fund bill.

WORK FOR THE COMING SESSION, 

Speaking of the approaching session and 
its probable work, calls to mind the fact that 
there are a large nuinber of important meas 
ures “left over’ from last session which must 
be acted upon this winter or be allowed 
to die on the 4th of March next. Forinstance, 
there are on the Speaker’s table, in the 
House, nearly 200 bills which have already 
passed the Senate, and quitea number on the 
Senate calendar whieh have passed the 
liouse. Some of the most important of the 
bills introduced last session and Poe rw | 
reported (there were over 6,000 upon which 
no reports have been made) are the following: 
For the admission of Southern Dakota aud 
Washington Territory as States: to declare 
forfeited the unearned railroad lands: to fix 
termins of oftice for Internal Revenue Collectors ; 
to establish postal savings depositories; to 
ee ide a permanent construction for the 
Navy: to authorize the consolidation of rail- 
roud companies in the ‘Territories of the 
United States@ to establish a bankruptcy 
act; to provide Tor an ocean carrying trade 
by giving high rates for carrying the mails 
for a term of years; to appoint a liquor traffic 
commission; providing aid for the Delaware 
and Hennipin, DL, canals; to aid the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal; to estab- 
lish postal savings banks; to provide for the 
performance of the duties of President in 
case of the death or disability of the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President. 

LIBERIA. 

The announcement that Rey. H. M. Brown, 
of Princeton College, and ‘T. McStewart, of 
Princeton, both colored, are about to sall for 
Liberia to take professorships in the Liberia 
College, brings to the surface some intereat- 
ing facts concerning that interesting country, 
some of which are contained in a letter from 
Rey. E. W. Blyden to Mr. Wm. Coppinger, 
of this city. Dr. Blyden has resided in 
Liberia over thirty years, and is believed to 
be the first writerin any quarter claiming 
pure? Etheopic lineage. 

The letter describes the condition of affairs 
in Liberia as very gratifying. The natives 
have seen the advantages of civilization and 
many of them are cultivating coffee and su- 

ar plantations, and the country abounds in 
fine roads, excellent schools and many advan- 
tages of civilization. The native chiefs near 
by are, many of them, favoring he spread of 
civilized customs, and the influence of the 
colony is being felt by many thousands in 
Western Africa. Hesays: ‘The natives al- 
ready possess an elementary civilization 
containing the Cr of, unlimited 
development. All they need is peace, agri- 
culture and time, and thisisthe feeling of | 
the most advanced among them. I have had | 
several interviews with Messrs. Seaton, Alli- 
son and Hodge, educated natives. Charles 
Hodge is one of the most intelligent and 
original men l have met. Ue adheres to his 
native eustums as to dress and domestic econ- 
ony, but he is of very liberal views as to the 
advancement of the country. He laments 
the limited intercourse with the interior. He | 
thinks that if the powerful chiefs were) 
stipended for alittle distance back trade 
would increase with almost unexampled rap- 
idity.”’ 

The native inhabitants of Liberia are now 
nearly a million, andef this number over 
f0,000 speak the English language, and some 
4,000 are members of tig@ Chrisfan Church. 

PRTROLEUM. 

The recent boom in prices of petroleum 
gives especial interest to some facts which 
the Census Bureau has just given to the pub- 
ic. They relate to the manufacture of petro- 
jeum, showing the number of firms and es- 
tablishments engaged in this work of refin- 
ing to be &6, with a capital of $27,000,000, and 
employing about 1,000 men.

It has been grown successfully in France 
and England has introduced it in India with 
marked success.”’ 

HOW TO SEND GOODS ABROAD. 

As your city now does considerable busi- 
ness in the way of exporting its manufactures 
to foreign countries, some remnarks by Consul 
Studer, of Singapore, on factory goods for 
tropical countries, may be Interesting to your 
manufacturers. He says: ‘To resist sea- 
water, excessive moisture in the air and in- 
sects, all the more expensive textile fabrics 
imported here from. Europe are first 
encased in tin, soldered air-tight, . and 
next in a strong pine box bound 
with iron hoops. Nearly all the warehouses 
of southern Asiatic countries swarm with 
white ants which honeycomb a pine box or 
any wood not of extreme hardness in a re- 
markably short time.”

Consul Baker, of Buenos oS writes the 
State Department that there is a large open 
field for American manufacturers in the 
Argentine Republic, where the manufactures 
of the United States have an excellent stand- 
ing but few offerings.

TELESCOPED. 


A Freight Runs Into a Passenger Train 
No One Seriously Hurt. 

HIANNIBAL, Mo., November 9.—A_ stock 
train which left Hannibal for Keokuk @#t 
10:25 last night collided with the south-bound 

train. on the . St. Louis, 
and Northwestern Railroad, 
and a quarter south = of 
Helton Station. The passenger train was on 
time and Jeft Helton Station, so Conductor 
Evans and Engineer Driscoll say,at 10:55. The 
freight train was running wild and Conductor 
Howard says that by his watch he had ten 
minutes to spare in which to reach Heiton, 
when the accident occurred. The collision 
took place at a curve in the track, and after 
the engineers discovered it was coming théy 
just had time to reserve their engines and 
jump. When the engines met the passenger 
train was going about twenty-five miles, and 
the freight eighteen miles an _ hour. 
The two engines are a total wreck, and they, 
together with five stock cars and the baggage 
car, were crushed into a space of three car- 
lengths. ; 

Over forty cattle were killed by the col- 
lision, but, strange as it may appear, no 
person was even ~ seriously injured. 
Qne passenger had his hand badly 
eut, and nearly all sustained bruises. 
The engineers, firemen and ail the train men 
ey uninjured, but Brakeman Combs, of 
the freight tfain, was thrown from the top 
ofa box-car, struck the 
caught one of them 
hand over hand to the nearest 
pole hecame down unhurt. The cause of 
the accident was the difference in time be- 
tween the conductors’ watches, but it is also 
to be said that the freight had no right to 
run within ten minutes of the passenger 
train time. Old railroad men say that the 
wreck is the worst they have ever seen.

France.

THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 

PARIS, November 9.—Premier Duclere, 
President of the Council, .in opening the 
Chambers to-day, said: Our relations with 
foreign nations are very pleasant. Certain 
changes had occurred in Egypt in conse- 
quence of the occupation of the British 
troops, but no permanent settlement of 
present complications would be made with- 
out France having a voice init. Friendly as- 
surances, in fact, have been received from the 
Government of Great Britain upon this sub- 
ject. The French Ministry would without 
doubt conduct the affairs with 
prudence, fostering a spirit of 
conciliation, but it would not 


thwart the majority. The Ministry were

J. O. Finks, of the U. S. Senate Police 
force, passed through here this morning on his re- 
turn te Washingion, D.C. Mr. Fink is a Missouri 
boy who comes home to vote, and his appearance 
this morning indicates that he thinks something 
has happened to this country within the last few 
days, and he is glad of it. 

Excursions on the 14thand 28th instants, from 
points on the C.& A., L. & N.,L, B.& W., 1 & 
St. L.; O. & M., Wabash and (. B. & Q., to points 
in Kansas, on the Kansas City, Lawrence and 
southern Kansas road, have __— been 
arranged. The exodus to Kansas 
this fall is reported as greater 
than ever before since the first boom of ‘“‘west- 
ward to Kansas, ho,” subsided. These districts 
of the Great American Desert, formerly supposed 
to be irreclaimable because of the drought that 
prevails, are now attracting the greatest numbers, 
and especially farmers well to do and with money 
to begin in their new home. 

A scarcity of cars is reported from al! sections 
of the country. Many railroad men assert that 
the trunk lines have not half enough cars to 
move this year’s crop, and, what 
is worse, they are- not to be had, 
Many of the Eastern roads have sent word west 
to lines having any of their freight ears, to send 
them back immediately, as their local business is 
so heavy that the ordinary sunply of cars 
is not suffictent. This only inereases 
the difficulty, as there are many Eastern cars in 
active use in the Western trade, and their re- 
moval to the East willalmost surely prove seri- 
ous damage to grain buyers and shippers through- 
out the Western country. 

The amount of loose mail aeposited at the local 
office at the Union Depot, and sent out directly 
from there, is something,remarkable. The man- 
agement of that office some time ago put in a box 
for the reception of mail maéter, and as its advan- 
tage become Known the-patronage of it has in- 
creased. The mails of the Post-office are closed 
about an hour before they go out on the train, 
and the business men of the city, Knowing that 
mail put into that pox even a few minutes 
before train time will go out immediately, are ac- 
customed to send all their letters, ete., to this box. 
Mr. Berthold Falkenheimer, the local mail agent, 
says that between 1,200 and 2,000 letters alone are 
dropped into that box every day, and the number 
seenis to be rapidly increasing. 

Mr. J. M. Chesbrough and the greater number 
of the other delegates from this city to the meet- 
ing of the Western Association of Passenger and 
Ticket agents, that convened in Louisville yester- 
day morning, returned this morning. No businass 
was transacted yesterday other than the election 
of a new secretary. Mr. W. H. Dixon was elected 
to fillthe vacancy of Geo. H. Daniels, former 
seeretary, who will be enabled to serve longer be- 
cause of his removal to Denver. The discussion 
during yesterday's session of theatrical and emi- 
frant rates occupied the entire time and was spir- 
ted. The cause of the withdrawal of Ford, of the 
Pennsylvania, and of Eagan, of the Big Four, was 
the intimation by the former of the latter’s 
cut of theatrical rates. and the  acdjust- 
ment of this difference, together 
with a proposed change in these rates, occupied 
the entire time including last night’s session. The 
final adjustment of the difficulty was, however, left 
over for to-day, when all the delegates will have 
arrived, and can be present. The theatrical rate 
is now fixed at two-thirds of the regular rate, and 
the probability is that it will be raised. I case it 
is, although the difficulty concerning it 
may be forinally adjusted before the association, 
the breach will only be widened, as the pugnacity 
of the Big Four people and their inclination to 
carry the companies cheaper than the present rate 
even will be met by defensive measures on the 
part of the Pennsylvania management. It is con- 
fidently asserted that upon the decision of this 
question depends another rate war or continued 
peace and prosperity. 

DEATH ON DUCKS. 
Singular Adventure onthe Emma C. Elliott 
Last Nicht. 

As the steamer Emma C. Elliott was coming up 
the river last night the captain, passengers and 
the members of the crew who were awake were 
startied by a singular rushing sound in the air all 
about the boat. No one could account for the 
noise, there was nota breath of air stirring, and 
the more people tried to account for it 
the more unaccountable it seemed. Capt. Postal 
went to the electrical machine and turned on the 
light—eight hundred candle power. In amoment, 
ot course, the whole foggy river was flooded with 
light, and it was seen that the noise proceeded 
from an innumerable colony of wild dveXs on their 
way southwaid. The blinding glare startled 
the fow), and rising in 
clouds they began fyin 
atthe lamp. Fortwenty minute® the 
literally full of ducks, Some of them would hit 
heavily against the glass around the light ana fall 
stunned to the deck; others flew into the faces of 
fhe men and were knocked down with sticks and 
and canes. in all several hundred of 
ducks were secured. Thirty-six were found 
concealed in different parts of the cabin this morn- 
ingewhen the boat came into the wharf at St.

Broadhead’s Majority Again Reduced by 
Forty—The Ninth District 
Fight. 


The counting of the votes is still going on at the 
Register’s office, with the prospect that all will be 
finished by Tuesday next. The only result that 
will be determined by it is the contest Delween 
Dr. McLean and Mr. Broadhead in the race for 
the long term in the Ninth District. 
In the short term matter, the police recurns have 
been gone over most minutely. They show that 
Broadhead’s majority in the city was 380, and that 
McLean’s majority in St. Louis county was 561, 
leaving McLean elected as a member of Congress 
from the old Second District by a majority of 181. 


The long term result is where it Was yesterday.’ 


A close count of the police returns shows that, as 
announced yesterday, Broadhead has a majority 
of just 79. The returns, however, are in sucha 
shape that small reliance can be placed on them. 
In several places, the returns for one of the terms 
have to be guessed at, and in others the figures 
are Obviously incorrect. In counting the v otes 
yesterday, the Register’s clerks discov- 
ered that an error of forty-nine’ had 
been made by the judges in one 
of the wards in Broadhead’s favor, which will cut 
his majority down to thirty, even if the police re- 
turns are correct, With more than half the district 
yet to count. Dr. MeLean is very confident of 
success and is sure he is elected. Broadhead’s 
friends are not by any means jubilant and have 
begun already to talk ofa recount and of an en- 
tire canvass of the ballots. 

Mr. Haeussler, Mr. Broadhead’s partner, is 
watching the result very closely for him. _ Mr. D. 
D. Fisher and others are taking care of Dr. Me- 
Lean’s interests at Register Berg’s office. In the 
Other elections there is nothing to determine, all 
the candidates announced as defeated Pye em 
having taken the matter for granted and thrown 
up the sponge.

Berg, City Register, had called in to his assistance

Mr. Overall was on hand in Mr. Broadhead’s in- 
terest. Charlie Broadhead, the candidate’s son, 
was nearly all day leaning over the counter, with 
a pile of paper before him, taking down every vote 
asit was called. James ©O. Broadhead himself, 
was inand out of the office several times)giving In- 
structions to his son, and watching the call with 
the utmost interest. 

The precincts were called as they came, thus 
mixing up the districts, as the precincts ran in 
and out through them. Not many precincts had 
been called, when Mr. Overall interrupted Mr. 
Berg, to make some remark about a vote which 
had not been called. 

“IT wish you would let us alone,” said Mr. Berg.

Uptothe 111th precint, Mr. Overall claimed a 
smnall gain for Broadhead over the police returns, 
but McLean’s friends stated that there was an ad- 
vantage of eight the .other way. Finally the 
two precincts, numbers 97 and 111, were passed 
over until later. According to the police returns, 
they jointly gave McLean a majority of 49. 
When precinct NB. 180 In the Seventeenth Ward 
was reached, the trouble began. The voting place 
was at 1926 Randolph. The whole number 
of registered votes in the precinet was 146, yet, 
according to the police returns, the vote was 
Broadhead 133, McLean &. thus giving the pre- 
cinet 187 votes. These are the returns which have 
been published in all the papers and which have 
been relied on to give Broadhead his small majority. 
MeLean’s friends had noticed the irregu arity, 
and the judges from the precinct were present, 
ready to enter a protest that the vote as pul lished 
inthe newspapers was wrong. When Mr. Berg 
eame to call it, it read, however, for the short 
term, Broadhead 67, McLean 27, and for the 
long term, Broadhead 66, McLean 27.

I intend to have it framed 
and keep it as a trophy.”

Mr. Dwight Tredway Points Out 
Some New Facts. 
sacbicsilbealpthiiinsielidh , 
How the St. Louis Bridge Absorbs $500,000 
of St. Louis’ Profits Every 
Year. 


“Yes,” said Mr. Dwight Tredway to a reporter 
this morning, “‘I have read the articles on the 
freight question in the Post-DISPATCH, and I am 
very glad to see that you are going into this ques. 
tion. There is nota more vital issue before the 
people of St. Louis to-day than this problem of 
freights. Business has come to such a point that 
goods are handled on very close margins of profit, 
and afew cents more in rates or a slight dif. 


ference in the facilities of handling goods 
may be enough to make or mara whole city. The 
scales of trade are so delicately balanced that they . 
oscillate under the very. slight@st pressure. If 
old times this was not the case; it mattered little 
to a merchant whether it cost him five or ten 
cents more or less to put his goods at a given 
int; the brisk competition of the present time 
1a8 left no such margin as that to work oy. Just 
one instance of this, the freight blockade of last 
fall,as I stated in an article in the Grocer some 
| time sinee, deprived St. Louis of millions of dollars 
in trade, and cost the business men of the city 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in profits.. This 
only goes to show how heavy a lossfollows a dis. 
turbance in the carrying facilities of the city, and 


carried on with discriminations against us, 
think that no merchant or shipper will deny the 
iinportance of a movement looking toward the reg- 
ulation of freights,” 

“Is there such a movement?” 

“It has not taken any very definite shape as yet, 
As I told you I publtshed an artiele in the Grocer, 
and had a couple of others —t and printed, 
These I marked and sent, with a postal card 
calling attention to them, to a numberof the 
heavy shippers of St. Louis, asking at the same 
time their opinion on the necessity of some con- 
cert of action among us. I received a great many 
encouraging replies, asking me to call a meeting 
of the _—" Shippers of the city, to organize a 


freight ureau and go to work in- 
telligently upon the vexed questions be- 
fore us. lL have deferred callin the 
meeting, howéver, but shall do so soon. wish 


fou would ask the different shippers from whom I 
lave not heard to let me know their views on this 
subject, and to notify me as to their willingness to 
g0 into a movement of this nature. When the 
te is called I want it to be a representative 
e. 
o fo what do you intend to draw attention first?” 
‘Charity begins at home. Certainly the most 
vexatious imposition under which the St. Louis 
merchants suffer is the toil taken by the St. Louis 
bridge. .I think that is the matter which should 
first engage our attention. From what I learned 
from Dr. —— lam convinced that the bridge 
company annually collects 8500,000 to $750,000 of 
unnecessary tolls from our commerce, to say noth- 
ing of the enormous loss of business which this 
tax effects, diverting trade away from St. Louis to 
porte which do not have to pay 85 a car toll. The 
st. Louis bridge is an anomaly; it does 
business in a manner unknown to any other bridge 
corporation, For instahee the bridge at Omaha is 
a casein point. That bridge is owned by an inde- 
pendent corporation, and its tolls are higher than 
those charged by the St. Louls company. The 
Omaha inerchants do not pay one cent of direct 
toll to the bridge for freight crossing it. The rate 
from any Eastern point-to Omaha is the same as it 
is to Council Bluffs on the other side of the river. 
No matter which way freight crosses it, it only 
ays for the mile of carriage, not the tell on the 
midge. This toll is paid by the railroads 
using the bridge and the amount is prorated 
among them and paid by the whole freight of the 
road. The general rates are put to a point where- 
by all the shippers pay; rot those shippers alone 
who live in Omaha and Council Bluffs. This isthe 
only just way—every pound of freight that crosses 
a bridge should pay its share of the expense, not 
that freight alone which happens to stop just 
after crossing it. And yet thatis not the system 
by which the St. Louis bridge is governed. 
The toll on every car that crosses the bridge 
and stops in Sit. Louis must be paid by the St. 
Louis merchant, dhe toll on every car that crosses 
the bridge and goes on to Kansas City, or any 
other Western point, is paid for, not by the mer- 
chant who receives it or ships it, but by the rail- 
road company, and the amount pro-rated amon 
the roads using the bridge. ) 
course this is unfair to St. Louis. The bridge 
should be considered simply as a mile of railway 
track, and the whole freight charge of 
the railroad calculated on such a basis, 
that it, and not the freight payer, should direetly 
pay the tolls. This toll business should. be 
changed from a direct to an- indireet system, and 
we must keep working until that is done. St, 
Louis cannot afford to be paying fora bridge for 
the benefit of everybody but her own merchants.” 
“Have yon found any discriminations in South- 
west Missouri against St. Louk ?” 
“We have no longer the trade with Springfield 
Carthage - and Joplin that we use 
to have. It has gone to Chieago. 
Rates from Chicago are lower than from St. Louis. 
The rate from Kansas City is sixty per cent. lower 
than from St. Louis! Of course we cannot sell 
goods in the face of that difference.” 
‘How about Eastern rates?” 
“We went over that subjeet very thoroughly be- 
forethe advisory commission appointed by the 
Trunk Lines, and there is little more to be said 
now than was saidthen. We pointed out in the 
language of our report that ‘to us of St. Louis 
alone is left the unhappy preéminenee of having 
rates to and from the seaboard which have no 
element of equity, and which can not by any 
process of reasouing be made to rest either on 
mileage, cost of construction, cost of service or 
operating expenses. gradients, volume of busi- 
ness, nor upon any of the principles invoived in 
the subject of differential rates; nor indeed upon 
any theory whieh has ever been recognized asa 
factor in determining freight rates, exeept the 
single one that the might to make a rate gives the 
right tocollect it. For instance. although that 
is changed now, the ‘McGraham seale’ which calls 
Chieigo 1€0, made St. Lonis 122. The difference 
against St. Louis should be sixteen per cent, not 
twenty-two. The scale asit now stands makes St. 
Louis 118. You see, suppose the freight from New 
york to Chicago is twenty cents, by this scale the 
rate to St, Louis twenty-three cents and sixty-hun- 
dredths, still this is much more nearly right than 
it was. We have to see after rates and disecrimi- 
nations, north, south, east and especially west of 
us, and we will not be ableto effect much until 
the shippers of the city combine and work inteilli- 
gether.”’

Experience has shown me that thereis no 
system that will beat faro, or any other game 
of chance where a percentage is against you 
and no judgment concerned. ‘The usual per- 
centage In this country in favor of the bank 
is nearly eight per cent, or four times what it 
is in the great gambling places of Europe.

ROCHE’S LOSSES. 


The Sporting Monarch of St. Louis Drops 
$8,000 on the Elections. 

Ever since Harrigan’s defeat was announced 
yesterday morning rumors have been frequently 
heard to theeffect that Dick Roche, the Paladin 
of the sporting fraternity of St. Louis, 
who had backed Harrigan heavily, 
would be “out” some $50,000.

WANTED. 
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ARABI’S FAMILY. 


Lady Gregory’s Description of His 
Home, Wife and Children, 
From the London Times. 

It was not until the end of February that I 
went with Lady Anne Blunt, to see Arabi's 
wife. They had moved some little time be- 
fore to a new house, large and dilapidated 
looking, and which Arabi was represented as 
having fitted up in a luxurious style——in fact, 
at that time the crime most prequen ty al- 
leged against him was that he lha@ bought 
carpets to the amount of £120. I must con- 
fess that there were some pieces of new and 
not beautiful European ‘arpets in 
the chief rooms, but must add that if 
Arabi paid £120 for them he made a very bad 
bargain. The sole furniture of the reception 
room of Arabi’s wife consisted of small, hard 
divans covered with brown linen and a tiny 
table witha crotchet antimacassar thrown 
over it. On the whitewashed wall the only 
ornaments were photographs of him in black 
wooden frames and one larger photograph of 
the Sacred Stone at Mecca. n the room 
where Arabi himself sat and received were a 
similar hard divan, twoor three chairs, a 
table and an inkstand covered with 
stains. His wife was ready to receive 
us, having heard an hour or two 
earlier of our intended visit. She greeted us 
warmly, speaking in Arabic, which Lady 
Anne interpreted to me. She has 8 phcomns 
intelligent expression, but having five chil- 
dren living out of fourteen that have been 
born to her looked rather overcome witL 
the eares of maternity. She worea long 
dress of green silk. “‘My husband hates this 
jong train,” she told me afterward. ‘He 
would like to take a knife and cut it off, bur 
l say I must have a fashionable dress to weat 
when I visit the Khedive’s wife and other 
ladies.’ . 

An old woman with white hair, dressed in 
the common country fashion—a woolen petti- 
coat and blue cotton jacket—came into the 
room and occupied herself with the children. 
lresently we found that she was Arabi's 
mother. She spoke with great energy and vi- 
yacity, Welcoming us and talking of her son 
with much affection and pride. “I am 
only a fellah woman,” she said, “but I am 
the mother of Ahmed Arabi.” She took 
me twice into another room to see an oleo- 
graph, of which she was very proud, repre- 
senting him in staring colors. A day or 
two before we left | went again to see his 
wife. She looked a little sadder, a little 
more anxious, than when Llast saw her. She 
seemed troubled, poor woman, because the 
Khedive’s wife, who used to. be kind and 
mod toher, now says “How can we _ be 
riends when vour husband is such a_ bad 
man’ ‘The old mothersat inthe corner at- 
tending tothe children and counting over 
her beads. I said, “*Are you not proud now 
that your sonisapasha?” “No,” fhe said, 
“we were happierinthe old days when we 
had him with us always and teared nothing. 
Now he gets up at daybreak and has only
